THE FIGHT AT CHEMULPO. 


British Officer's Report. 
‘Tho following is an extract from a letter 
by Captain Lewis Bayly, of his Majesty’ 
ship ‘Talbot, ut Chemulpo, dated February 


20 :— 

Imconnection with the engagemont bo- 
twoon the Russianships Varyag and Korielz, 
and the Japanese Flect, 1 bor to opclose 
the following remarke :—Chaplain Roudaeff 
atates that the carrying way of the wound. 
ed on stretchers bocame impossible ; aov- 
ral wen were carrying them when shot 
down, and only five men altogether 
wore brought down to the doctor bolow the 
water-line, while of theso five the doctor of 
the Varyag says two were practically dead |, 
whon thoy arrived, Thoy havo held classes 
on board the Varyag to instruct men in “firat 
goa had been served out, 
that sometlives wore thus 
raved by boing thus treated. The Russian 
sailors bear their operations wonderfally 
well, There wero 150 men employed on 
the Paryg's apper deck during t e action, 
and nearly all the killed and wounded 
were out of this 150, which is 28 per cont, 
killed, 46 per cent. wounded, It must not 
be forgotten that having no gun chietds, 
hor gun’s craws were practically unprotect 
cd, and that the shrapnel were largely used, 
to judgo by the holes in the boats, funnelr, 
Rc, All was quict in the engine-rvot, a8 
though they had been at tarpot practice. In 
ono stokehold (they have fivo with no fore 
and aft bulkhead) the water came up to 
the floor of the furnaces, but did not get 
into the other stokeholds. 

While sufforing hor sovarest punish ment,

Agreement Regarding Siam. 


The following is the Declaration made 
by tho Governments of Great Britain and 


France with reforence to Siam :— 

The Government of his Britannic Majesty 
aud tho Government of the French Repub 
Yio adhere to Articles Linnd 2 of tho 
Declaration signed in Londen on January 
15, 1806, by the Marquess of Mulisbury, 
bis Majesty's then Principal Soorstary of 
Stato for Foreign Affairs, and the Baron de 
Courcel, at that time the French Ambasea- 
dor to his Britannic Majesty. 

‘At tho same time, in order to complete 
those arrangements, they’ dectaro, with 5 
common accord, that the influence of Great 
Britain ahall be recognised by France over 
the territories lying tu the Wost of the 
basin of the Menaw, and that that of 
France shall he recognised by Great Britain 
over the territories situated to tho East of 
that region, all the Siamese Possessions to 
tho Esst and South-east of tho zone above 
mentioned and tho adjacent islands, being 
hencefurward in the Freuch sphere of in- 
fluevco, and, on the othor hand, all the 
Siamese Possessions to the West of: that 
gone and of the Gulf of Siom, including 
the Malay Poninsula and the adjacent In- 
Junde, being in the English sphere. 

‘The two contracting partir, putting 
asico all idea of avnoxing any Sinmeso 
territory, and resnlved to refrain fram ony 
act opposed to the provisions of exiating 
‘reativs, agree that, subject to this resorva- 
tion and-as regurds oach other, the respec 
tive action of the twa Governments shall be 
exercised freely in each of the two sphores 
of induence thus defined.
